Port Arthu r, May 4.—The J a pa nese 
sq u adron ap p eared off Port Arthu r a f­ 
ter day break and engaged the forts 
and warship s. 
Thirty Jap anese p ris­ 
oners hav e been cap tu red. 
At 1 o'clock in the morning fiv e J a p­ 
anese torp edo boats were sighted a nd 
the Ru ssian land batteries and 
the 
gu nboat Clliak and the coast-defenae

op ened fire and comp elled them to re­ 
tire. 
immediately

Jap anese ship 3 were sighted on the 
horizon.

ter an interv al of twenty -fiv e minutes 
two more fireship s came on a nd were 
sent to the bottom.

A sp ecial dispa tch fro m St. Peters­ 
burg asserts tha t Lieutena nt Genera l 
Za ssa litch fell Into a n a mbusca de o w­ 
ing to the J a pa nese interrupting a tel­ 
egra m fro m Genera l Kuro pa tkln. Ac­ 
co rding to o ne St. Petersburg co rre­ 
spo ndent Genera l Kuro pa tkin Is re­ 
ca lling a ll the tro o ps fro m the neigh­ 
bo rho o d o f Gensa n. 
He is, the co rre­ 
spo ndent sa y s, o ppo sed to fighting 
ma ny mino r a ctio ns a nd intends to 
withdra w a ll o utly ing Russia n fo rces. 
A Sha ngha i co rrespo ndent sa y s tha t 
befo re ev a cua ting Antung the Rus­ 
sia ns ex pelled the po pula tio n by fo ree. 
He a dds tha t the Pekin go v ernment 
ha s refused Genera l Ma ’s request to 
be permitted to ex pel the Russia n 
tro o ps fro m the west o f the Lia o riv er. 
It is understo o d tha t a ll no n-co mba t­ 
a nts ha v e left a nd a ll o fficia l do cu­ 
ments a nd v a lua bles ha v e been re­ 
mo v ed fro m Da lny , a nd tha t a ll the 
guns fro m the disa bled wa rships a t 
Po rt Arthur ha v e been ta ken a sho re 
to the to rts.

The outbreak is said to have been 
d ue to the an ger of the crowd over 
Russian 
reverses in the far East. 
These reports lack official con firma­ 
tion . 


It is very likely that con sid erable 
will be d on e d urin g the n ext few d ay s 
toward shapin g the Democratic state 
ticket for the comin g campaign . 
The 
ticket will n ot 
be n omin ated un til 
Jun e 20, which is after the n ation al 
con ven tion , but the gatherin g of the 
party workers here n ext week is liable 
to d evelop somethin g. 
Amon g the 
n ew n ames men tion ed for govern or is 
that of Timothy E. Howard of South 
Ben d , form er jud ge of the supreme 
court, who, it is said , is n ot averse to 
m akin g the race, although he is n ot 
seekin g the n omin ation . 
There is also 
con sid erable gossip here n ow favora­ 
ble to Allan Zollars of Furt Way n e, 
an other ex-supreme jud ge, who is re­ 
gard ed as on e of the big men of the 
party , although he is n ot an active 
participan t in the political game at 
this time. 
However, of all the n ames 
men tion ed it seems that th at of Hugh 
Dougherty of Bluffton meets with the 
most favor, but it is said on good 
authority th at he will n ot accept the 
n omin ation this tim e un d er an y cir­ 
cumstan ces. 


If ex-Sen ator Turpie is able to go 
to the Democratic n ation al con ven tion 
at St. Louis he may be selected as on e 
of the d elegates-at-large—that is, pro­ 
vid ed the H earst people d o n ot con trol 
thin gs, for it is pretty gen erally un d er­ 
stood that Sen ator Turpie d oes n ot 
lean toward him. Sen ator Turpie is in 
feeble health an d rarely leaves his 
house, but his min d is clear an d there 
it a possibility th at he might be able 
to go to St. Louis. 
There are thou­ 
san d s of Democrats in the state who 
would like to con fer an other hon or on 
him before he en d s his career. 
If he 
isn ’t n amed as a d e!egate-at-large it 
would n ot be surprisin g if he should 
be placed at the head of the ticket for 
presid en tial elector.

The prin cipal feature of the plat­ 
form will be the tariff plan k, which 
will d eclare in the stron gest term s the 
ad heren ce of the Republican party to 
the prin ciples of protection , but will 
n ot bin d the party n ot to revise the 
tariff. It will say that the party is n ot 
committed to an y sched ule, but that 
chan ges should be mad e on ly when 
chan ged con d ition s of busin ess or the 
treasury ren d er it n ecessary or ad visa­ 
ble.

DEVELOPMENTS BEING AC­ 


COMPLISHED ■ 


White Men Moving in and Taking 


the Earth Not Only in Manu factu r- 


Ing Bu t Also in Agricu ltu ral Pu r­ 


su its—The New Revolu tion Is Now 


On In the Gu lf Coast. 


Mobile, Ala., Special: 
One of the 
great sou thern railway lines which 
has paid especial attention to bu ilding 
u p the cotton mill indu stry has located 
mills all along its road in the sou th. 
Its policy heretofore, and from which 
it is tc some extent now receding, was 
to encou rage the locating of cotton 
mills at interior points and not on or 
near an export point. One very qu ick­ 
ly arrives at the not inaccu rate con­ 
clu sion that its pu rpose was to get 
two hau ls, one of the raw material to 
the mills and the second to the export 
point. 
Now large mills are either in 
operation or in the cou rse of constru c­ 
tion at one or the other of its ports. 
That the cotton was not worked u p in 
the sou th where it is raised, hereto­ 
fore, was du e to the fact that there 
was not su fficient white labor in the 
sou th to operate the mills. 
The con­ 
dition was overcome by operators 
from Maasachu settes and New York 
moving their plants sou th and bring­ 
ing their employ es along at the same 
time. 
80 that all throu gh the sou th 
y ou will find little settlements clu s­ 
tering arou nd ty pical New England 
mills In which are employ ed entire 
families. The whites of the sou th seek 
employ ment and find it in these mills, 
bu t no negro can get employ ment ex­ 
cept as a dray man, freight handler or 
fireman, while his wife and dau ghters 
can only get work su ch as scru bbing 
and scou ring abou t the mill. 
Black 
children employ es will not be tolerated 
by the white spinners. Therefore, tiny 
white children, twelve and even so 
y ou ng as nine y ears of age, work 
among the fly ing spindles, taking u p 
the trade, and learning of which is 
denied the black child. 


4 It is toil that is dwarfling mind and 
body of these fu tu re citizens, while 
the colored children are attending the 
pu blic schools. 
The owners of these 
mills are northern men and they can 
operate these plants mu ch cheaper 
than the mills they own in the New 
England states by virtu e of saving in 
freight rates and the absence of child- 
labor laws, su ch as prevail in the 
North. 
It is only a matter of time u ntil all 
the big cotton mills will be located 
In the Sou th. 
However, there is a 
healthfu l pu blic sentiment that has re­ 
su lted In su ch legislative enactments 
in most of the Sou thern states that 
raises the age at which a child Is al­ 
lowed to work in a factory and there­ 
fore some of these profits will be lost. 
I only speak of this branch of man­ 
u factu ring in the Sou th to show how 
white labor already predominates. The 
preju dice against working with the 
blacks is so mu ch more pronou nced on 
the part, of the mechanics from the 
North than with white labor born and 
raised in the Sou th, that I am more 
convinced that segregation of the col­ 
ored race will be the u ltimate and 
final solu tion of the problem. 
Nor is the factory hand and office 
man from the North alone who ob­ 
jects to holding a position alongside 
the negro, bu t the Northern settler 
who is coming sou th by the u ntold 
hu ndreds, is ju st as earnest in his 
objection to the black race, not want­ 
ing him for an employ ee on the farm 
nor as co-laborer, no matter If time 
and a carefu l Investigation show that 
the black race In the Sou th is often 
qu ite equ al in intelligence and certain­ 
ly fu lly as honest as the negro em­ 
ploy ee these people may have had in 
their Northern homes. There is a no­ 
table illu stration of this condition of 
things at several points. 
Over on the 
Sou thern railway line there is a Sou th 
Carolina town called Pelzer, with near­ 
ly 10,000 white inhabitants, all from 
the North and all employ ees of cotton 
mills owned and operated by North­ 
ern capital. 
They have no saloons, 
therefore no jail; no newspapers end 
no actresses, bu t they have a pretty 
Y. M. C. A. bu ilding, a free library and 
the most moral town in the Sou th. 
They bar editors and actresses, along 
with the blacks. 
The Sou thland company , now set­ 
tling thou sands of people in the high­ 
lands half way between Mobile and 
Pensacola, have a new white man's 
town in “a white man’s empire” of a 
qu arter million acres in which is not 
to be one single black family . It Is a 
newly developed cou ntry and the set­ 
tlers are all from the North, many 
coming in search of a more healthfu l 
climate. 
At their pretty little town 
oalled Gateswood, I fou nd farmers 
from nearly every Indiana. Illinois and 
Ohio cou nty , and fru it raiser/s from 
every congressional district of Michi­ 
gan and Wisconsin and nearly ev?ry 
Northern state. 
There I met a Mr. 
Mu ir, a Chicago attorney . 
He took a 
prominent part in the Hay market an­ 
archist trial for the state. He came to 
the Gu lf coast to see if he cou ld re­ 
cover from an attack of pneu monia 
that had made him a phy sical wreck. 
He and his three sons are now farming 
near Gateswood and h© has fou nd 
health In' the open air. 
Said he: 
“Here I am su rrou nded by people from 
Chicago, 
Milwau kee 
and 
Michigan 
points, people whom 1 have known for 
many y ears. 
From my window at 
night I can see the lights in hou ses 
on every hand and these lights stand

fectly ha ppy a nd idea l a lwa y s a m bit­ 
io us, kind, lo v ing a nd she ev idenced 
the stro ngest 
a tta chment 
fo r 
her 
o ld childho o d ho me. 
She lo v ed pa pa 
a nd 
ma mma , 
a s she ca lled them, 
dea rly a nd nev er cea sed to cherish a nd 
lo v e her bro thers, Bert, Archie a nd 
Ro llie. 
Go d wa s go o d to her, a nd in 
his wise pro v idence permitted her to 
ha v e nea rly a ll her lo v ed o nes with 
her in Iter hist m o u n ts to cheer in the 
fina l o rdea l, a nd o n Tuesda y mo rning 
a t 3 o 'clo ck in the presence o f mo st 
o f the fa m ily her spirit to o k its flight. 
She lea v es a husba nd, #h o thro ugh 
iter suffering wa s fa ithful a nd true, 
a nd Go d a lo ne kno ws wha t to him this 
lo ss o f w ife a nd co mpa nio n mea ns, 
fo r she wa s his inspira tio n w hile he to 
her wa sjstrength a nd ho pe a nd lo v e.

In every case as a beacon from the 
home of a family who came from the 
North. 
I have no preju dice agaiaat 
the negro. 
I had none u p North and 
I have none here, bu t we do not want 
him as a neighbor or servant.” 
“Bu t is not the negro indispensible 
to the Sou th?” I asked him. 
“Not at all” he answered, “for that 
qu estion so often asked in the North, 
and by people who make fly ing visits 
to the Sou th, is assu mption qu ite cu r­ 
rent in the North, based on two asser­ 
tions. 
The first assu mption is that 
owing to the climate, white men are 
u nable to compete with the blacks as 
cu ltivators of the Sou th’s staple pro­ 
du cts. 
The second assu mption is, 
that, if su ch phy sical objection did 
not exist, whites cou ld not be attracted 
to the Sou th to compete with the 
blacks. A partial answer can be made 
to y ou r qu estion if y ou will visit the 
big Swedish settlement in Alabama 
where that stu rdy race has colonised 
vast stretches of land with splendid 
su ccess and are raising fru it and gar­ 
den tru ck and grain. 
All these large 
tracts of su gar cane and cassava, corn 
and potatoes raised here this y ear were 
planted and taken care of by North­ 
ern people. 
I su perintended the con­ 
stru ction of a nu mber of hou ses du r­ 
ing the past su mmer and with the help 
of my sons cleared u p several acres of 
land with my own hands. Let me tell 
y ou there Is no doctor within fifteen 
miles of Gateswood and we never need 
one. 
We have the magic balsam of 
the pine and an atmosphere tempered 
by the ocean which gu arantees perfect 
health 
conditions. 
These 
great 
sweeps of grassy acres will pastu re 
thou sands of sheep and cattle. 
Here 
will be the garden spot of the world. 
Here we have neither grip nor bron­ 
chial diseases. 
We are ou t of the 
“white plagu e” belt, thou gh, I know, 
as the valu e of these highlands become 
known, the weak-lu nged people will 
come from the north. 
We have a 
good school and every religiou s de­ 
nomination will soon have its own 
chu rch. We have an independent rail­ 
way line that connects with the L. & 
N. R. R., the greatest railway sy stem 
of the sou th. 
We have no winter at 
all, nothing except a few day s of frost, 
while blizzards are u nknown and ou r 
su mmers are never so warm as y ou 
have them in the North. 
When y ou 
consider that the soil Is produ ctive 
and y ields abu ndantly of grain and 
nearly every thing that y ou raise In 
the North; that we are in the fru it and 
melon belt; that disease is u nknown 
among hogs, sheep and cattle; and 
when y ou fu rther consider that three 
crops of vegetables can be raised In 
one y ear, that these things are baing 
accomplished by white people from the 
North, who are happy , prosperou s and 
contented, it is then I think I have 
answered y ou r qu estion most com­ 
pletely .” 
It is my observation that Mr. Mu ir 
gives a fairly accu rate view of the 
labor problem in the Sou th. 
I find 
that 
he 
and 
his 
neighbors 
have 
brou ght their help from Chicago or 
other points in the North. 
They are 
determined to waste no time on the 
race problem. 
While the Sou th has 
pu t u p with the service of incompe­ 
tent farm hands, the settler from the 
North, finding that every thing was to 
his own liking as to climate and soil, 
brou ght his own laborers with him. 
last y ear one railway line settled fif­ 
teen hu ndred white families while 
over seven thou sand immigrants were 
scattered along other lines in the 
Sorth. 
Du ring the next few months, y ou 
can be su re that there will be su ch an 
Immigration Into the Gu lf V^oast as 
California never saw in her boom day s 
J. M. KEENEY, Jr. 
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Lafay ette, Ind., May 4.—Eliza Fow­ 
ler hall, the beau tifu l new memorial 
assembly hall of Indiana stone erected 
at a cost of $70,000 as a private-bene­ 
faction on the Pu rdu e u niversity cam­ 
pu s, was dedicated today with appro­ 
priate ceremonies, In which not only 
the fifteen hu ndred stu dents of the 
institu tion, bu t a large nu mber of vis­ 
itors, participated. 
Governor Du rbin 
was a gu est of the u niversity , and was 
accorded military honors by the u ni­ 
versity corps of cadets. 
Addresses were delivered by Presi­ 
dent Stone, representing the u niver­ 
sity , Mr. David E. Beem of Spencer, 
representing the board of tru stees, 
George Ade, representing the alu mni, 
and Governor Du rbin, representing the 
state of Indiana. In the cou rse of his 
remarks Governor Du rbin paid a high 
tribu te to the practical character of 
the work performed by the Institu tion. 
In reference to colleges and citizen­ 
ship the governor said: 
“Of constru ctive force, Ju dged by 
their opportu nities, the colleges and 
u niversities of this cou ntry have ap­ 
parently contribu ted too little to civic 
life. 
The scholar in politics and in 
pu blic life is not alway s an impressive 
figu re, at least to those whose lot it 
is from day to day to face conditions 
rather than theories, who mu st dis­ 
charge 
responsibilities 
rather 
than 
personal opinions, and who mu st fol­ 
low the promptings of their own con­ 
science and common sense in each sit­ 
u ation, as it arises, rather than search 
for a fixed process of solu tion in a 
text-book. 
The edu cated person who 
holds himself aloof from the activities 
of politics u nder the impression that 
he is entirely too immacu late a crea­ 
tion to take any chances on besmirch­ 
ing himself by evil associations, and 
who from a pedestal of his own con­ 
stru ction showers admonition and cen­ 
su re on those gu ilty of participation 
in pu blic affairs, is not a reformer who 
ever reforms any thing. He belongs in 
the domain of spirit, and not of mat­ 
ter. 
The citizen, edu cated or u nedu ­ 
cated, who is satisfied to be a chronic 
critic, an everlasting objecter, a cy ni­ 
cal malcontent in his relation tc pu blic 
affairs, mu st be reckoned among the 
most dangerou s elements in ou r na­ 
tional life, whatever the motives which 
inspire his cou rse of condu ct. 
Good 
motives do not alway s make good cit­ 
izens.” 


WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN 


Conditions In Indiana for the Week 
Ending Monday , May 2. 
Indianapolis, May 4 .—Rain with u n­ 
seasonably low temperatu re du ring 
the first part of the week retarded the 
germination of seed planted and the 
growth of crops already u p. 
These 
weather conditions also delay ed, and 
in many localities cau sed an entire 
su spension of farm work. 
Later in 
the week, however, the weather, al­ 
thou gh the percentage of su nshine 
was small, was more favorable; the 
grou nd became dry enou gh to work 
and plowing and planting were re­ 
su med. 
Reports from ail sections are to the 
effect that a large acreage of wheat is 
being plowed u p; some say all wheat 
grou nd, except that seeded to grass, 
has been or will be planted to other 
crops, and in only a few localities is 
as mu ch as a half crop indicated. 
Some early sown oats in the sou th 
section are u p and show, a good stand, 
bu t there is a considerable acreage y et 
to be sown in all sections. 
Plowing 
for corn progressed rapidly du ring the 
latter part of the week, bu t no plant­ 
ing has been done. 
Planting potatoes 
in all sections, making gardens in the 
central and sou th sections, and plant­ 
ing watermelons in the sou thern cou n­ 
ties have been greatly delay ed by the 
u nfavorable weather. The ou tlook for 
fru it of all kinds, except peaches, is 
fair to good 
In a few localities 
peaches are said to be u ninju red, bu t 
generally the bu ds are mostly dead.

USELESS RESISTANCE 


Alleged 
Forger 
Pu ts 
Up 
Vigorou s 
Fight With Detectives. 
Philadelphia, May «.—John A. Da- 
laney , who, the police say , is wanted 
in St. Lo uis, hfew~York, Washington 
and particu larly by the au thorities of 
Baltimore, who charge him with for­ 
gery , was arrested at the Hotel Han­ 
over early Su nday after a sensational 
stru ggle with two detectives, who owe 
their lives to their presence of mind. 
The arrest was made in the presence 
of Delaney ’s wife, who was in bed. 
The wife comes from a good .family 
in Baltimore and did not know that 
he was wanted by the police u ntil the 
detectives broke into their bedroom. 
The cou ple were married in Janu ary . 
She had alway s believed him to be a 
traveling man. 
According to the police Delaney and 
his wife left Baltimore on a trip which 
she su pposed was for bu siness. 
The 
detectives located them at the Han­ 
over. 
Assu ring themselves that the 
cou ple were in bed. Detective Thomas 
of Baltimore and Detective Tatt of this 
city , broke in the door and a stru ggle 
instantly ensu ed in the dark with De­ 
laney , who had ju mped from bed at 
the first sou nd. 
A porter tu rned on 
a light and the prisoner was soon su b­ 
du ed, bu t not u ntil after he attempted 
to reach a revolver that was u nder a 
pillow and another u nder the 
bed. 
While dressing he said he wanted a 
vest and stepped to a tru nk, bu t the 
detectives anticipated him and fou nd 
& third pistol, 
made three more 
moves, su ch as to get a collar or a 
handkerchief, and in each place the 
detectives fou nd a bowie knife. 
Hav­ 
ing been foiled at every tu rn, Delaney 
gave u p, and according to the detec­ 
tives, said he wou ld have made his es­ 
cape if he cou ld have reached any one 
of the six weapons, even chou gh he had 
to kill both of them. 
Mrs. Delaney , du mbfou nded at the 
whole proceeding, almost went into 
hy sterics from su rprise and fear. 
Among Delaney ’s personal effects 
were fou nd chloroform and a sponge, 
a silk bag, which the detectives say is 
patterned after the kind u sed by sand­ 
bagging highway men; two pieces of 
rope, a chisel* and a razor. The pris­ 
oner was taken to the city hall and 
held withou t bail to await requ isition 
papers from Mary land. 
Mrs. Delaney ’s mother and sister 
were telegraphed for and they arrived 
in the afternoon and took the heart­ 
broken woman home. 
Delaney told 
the police that his present plight was 
du e to his attempt to have his wife 
remain in the same social position she 
was in when he married her. Delaney 
also said he was at one time confiden­ 
tial agent of Chris Von der Ahe of St. 
Lou is.
